24-5 1 . However, claims 24-5 1 correspond to multiple Groups.(e.g. claims 24-32 = Group XIX; claim 33 = Group X; claim 34 = 
Group XXI; and new claims 35 -51 = Group VIII which previously correlated to claim 17 which is now canceled). Thus, applicants 
have not elected a single invention and the election is incomplete. 

2) In addition, applicants' were requested to elect a single, specific species of composition if the invention of Group VIII (old claim 
17; new claims 35-51) was elected or a single, specific species of biochip and a single, specific species of how the biochip is made if 
the invention of Group XIX (claims 24-32) was elected.
